Polish Forces Claim Success 
Against Russians Who Have 
Been Pushing Toward Lemberg 


Polish Cavalry Have Ousted Enemy From Number of 
Towns, According to Watsaw Official Report—War- 
saw Is Declared in State of Siege by Polish Military 
Commander. . 


Warsaw, Aug. 12.—(11:20 p.m.)—Polish successes on the south- 
ern front, where the Russians have been pushing for Lemberg, are re- 
ported in tonight’s official communique. The Polish cavalry and in- 
fantry have ousted the Bolheviki from Radziechoft ,Lopatyr, Stanys- 
tavezyk and Toporoff. These towns are in the district northwest of 
Lemberg, and to the west and north-west of Brody, on the old Gali- 


“cian border, 


Fighting is continuing still further south along the Stripa (in 


the Buezacz area). 


Milawa Taken by Russians, 

Warsaw, Aug. 13—Mlawa, an im- 
Portant city on the Warsaw-Danzig 
raitroad, about fifty miles northweet 
of this city, has been taken by the 
Russian Bolsheviki, according to re- 
ports {n military circles here last 
might. 

Soviet forces are creeping along 
the Prussian frontier and are gradu- 
ally working their way westward to- 
ward the Vistula river. This stream 
appears to be the immediate objec- 
tive of the Bolsheviki offensive at 
present as the Soviet armies are also 
making an effort to reach it just west 
of Warsaw and Ciechanow. The ad- 
vance along the northern frontier has 
suggestei to observers that the Bol- 
eheviki plan to strike the Vistula near 
Viostavek and other points. 

Obeervers believe the Bolsheviki 
plan to bring up artillery to the battle 
Ime jn the event they fail to cross 
the Vistula in force. 

Poics Leave for Mceting. 

Warsaw, Aug. 13—Polish commis- 
sioners with atthority to negotiate a 
preliminary treaty of peace, expect 
to leave this city early Saturda$ morn- 
ing to meet Russian Soviet delegates 
somewhere on the road between@var- 
aw and Brest-Litovsk, the foreign 
office announced today. The meeting, 
it was said, will take place between 
five and seven o'clock Saturday even- 
ing. 

British and American newspaper 
correspondents will be permitted to 
accompany the Polish delegates, the 
Bolgheviki authorities having expres- 
sed a desire that they be present. 

After meeting the Soviet delegates 
on the road, the Polish commiss{foners 
wHl probably ‘be taken to Minsk, 


where the formal peace conference is 
expected to take place, 

The two-man mission that went to 

the front to inform the Bolsheviki that 
Poland wished to send peace dele- 
|@ates, returned here yesterday, and 
there is @ more confident feebing in 
| the city than has*been prevalent dur- 
jing the past fortnight. High officials 
|said they considered the fall of the 
|eity now out of the question. 
The Polish mark, which hag been 
}quoted during the last few days at 270 
for $1, took a decided turn for the 
| better today, rising to 175. 

Every possible effort is being made 
by the Polish government to support 
|the army facing the Bolsheviki at 
{the gates of the capital, 

State of Siege at Warsaw. 

Warsaw, Au&. 12—Ruasian Soviet 
forces which are attacking the Polish 
lines northeast and east of this city, 
have reached a point twenty-five 
miies from Warsaw. A state of siege 
has been declared here by the mili- 
tary governor. Civilians are not per- 
mitted on the streets after ten o’olock 
jat night, and cafes muet close at'nine 
| o'clock, 

The determination of the Bolshe- 
viki to press onward to Warsaw show- 
}ed itself at various points uiong the 
| battle line today, there being hand-to- 
}hand fighting in many instances. The 
|Poles savagely aefended their posl- 
|tions and contested every foot of 
|ground given up to the invaders. 

Fighting was reported today within 
thirty miles of the capital. It was 
said Pultusk changed han several 
times, and last accounts re that 
fighting was going on in thé streets. 
The Poles were holding the west bank 
of the Narew river at this point, beat- 


ing off the Bolsheviki from the north’

Puts Blame on 

Warsaw, Aug. 13—Reaponaiditity 
for continuance of the fighting in Po- 
land was today placed upon the Ras- 
sian Soviet government by Prince 
Eugene Sapieah, Polish foreign — 
ister, in a telegram sent to Ne 
Drummond, general eecretary the 
league of nations. The foreign min- 
jater's telegram was as follows:—- 

“he a member of the league of na- 
tions, the Polish government thirke 
it fe its duty to officially inform the 
league that the attitude of the Rus- 
sian Soviet government has made & 
cessation of hostilities impossible. 
This true, notwithstanding the fact 
that the Polish government's declara- 
tion to the supreme council on July 
6 emphasized its desire for peace, and 
notwithstanding reiterated efforts 
obtain an armistice and a just and 
lasting treaty. 

“Under tortuous pretexts the Soviet 
government up to the present, has re- 
fused to enter peace negotiations or 
fix armistice conditions. Nevertheless 
the Polish government has not and 
wil not cease to do everything pos- 
sible to conclude an honorable peace, 
but declines all responsibility for pro- 
longation of the war, which entirely 
falis on the Soviet government,”

Bassoff Will Come Up for Prelim- 
inary Hearing Monday on 
Three Charges 


Lethbridge, Aug. 13—Bassoff, the 
bandit, will face she magistrate in the 
Alberta provincial police court here 
on Monday afternoon gt two o'clock. 
He has not yet retained counsel, but 
the police say his friends have lots of 
money and it is expected the best 
criminal lawyer in Aiberta will de- 
fend him. 

He is under etrong guard in the 
cells at the provincial police station, 
and this morning orders came from 
Superintendent Bryan; of the provin- 
cial police at Edmonton that no one 
was to be allowed to see him. He is 
receiving medical attention daily and 
seems to be progressing favorably. 

On Thursday evening he saw a 
number of press men who have been 
covering the man-huzt, and though 
he talked grudgingly and told noth- 
ing; he had not told the police, he ad- 
mitted, his connection with the Belle- 
vue tragedy in a general way. He 
doeg not jike reporters, however, and 
refused to give an official interview.

With the time for the commence- 
ment of general harvesting operations 
drawing near, harvesters to assist in 
the garnering of the record yields of 
this district are arriving in Edmonton 


daily. Numbers of men, while as 
yet not large in proportion, have 
reached many of the outlying centres | 
of the district and are being given em- | 
ployment readily A jarge number | 
arrived in the Lloydmineter nelgh- 
borhood Thursday at which centre 
harvesting operations have already | 


commenced. 
‘Local railway officials declare the 


attractive wages offered will bring 
sufficient men for the harvest fields. | 
They are coming here from all parts | 
of the east, including eastern sections 
of Canada and the United States. 


Farm laborers of the Western States | 
are also arriving in the Eximonton | 
district daily. | 

It is estimated here that close to 
eighteen thousand eastern harvest | 
hands have already reached Winni- | 
pee for distribution in the western 
field, The movement of help from 
the east commenced about a week ago 
and already has passed the most am- 
bitlous alms of Alberta government 
employment officials. From Winnipeg 
it is expected that close, to thirty 
thousand men are now on their way | 
for the various farming centres of | 
the western provinces. | 

No Delay in Transporting. 

No delay if being occasioned in the | 
transportation of harvest hetp, report | 
railway officials, They state that as} 
soon as harvest help arrives in Win- | 
nipeg, it is booked up by employment | 
agents of Manitoba and the western 
provinces and is immediately dis- | 
patched on regular or special trains | 
for the various polnats west. 

On Tuesday last about 2,500 men | 
were ticketed from Winnipeg, twenty- | 
five per cent. of whom were distribut- | 
ed throughout Manitoba and the rest | 
destined for Atberta and S@askatche-| } 
wan.

Gems Intercepted May Have Been 
Part of The Russian Crown 


Jewels 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 13,—More 
than 1,800 diamonds, supposed to 


have been a part of the famous jeweis 
of the Russian royal family and ad- 
dressed to Comrade Martens, have 
been intercepted by customs officials 
while enroute from soviet Russia to 
the United States, according to evi- 
dénce introduced at the deportation 
proceedings against Ludwig C. A. K. 
Martens, self-styled soviet ambassador 
to this country. 

Details of a regularly established 
courier .service between Bolshevist 
agents in Sweden with soviet Russian 
representatives in New York by which 
large quantities of jewels have been 
transported for six months past also 
has been introduced in the tsetimony 
by the government, it became known 
today at the department of justice. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—Consider- 
able mystery surrounded the seizure 
of the diainonds here July 28rd. At 
that time their worth was estimated 
at $50,000 by custom officials, who 
took them from a saMor on the steam- 
ship Stockhelm, giving the name of 
Jacobson, Jacobson professed him- 
self ignorant of the identity of the 
persons who had entrusted him with 
the jewels, and declared he did not 
know to whom they were to be de- 
livered. When the seizure was made, 
no hint was given out that they were 
addressed to “Comrade Martens,” 

Martens today indignantly denied 
that they were aidressed to him, to be 
used here for financing Bolsheviki 
propaganda, 

“For 18 months I have had my own 
direct courier system,” he said “and 
I would bé under no necessity for em- 
ploying a roundabout system through 
Sweden or any other Country, as I 
have been able to get messages and 
dispatches through direct.”

LONDON, Aug. 13.—The opposition 
of British labor to assistance in the 
war against Soviet Russia was voiced 
today with extraordinary vehemence 
at a special conference here repre- 
senting all elements of the workers. 

The resolution adopted “hailed with 
satisfaction the Russian government's 
declaration in favor of the complete 
independence of Poland," and pledged’ 
the British labor party to resist eny 
form of military intervention against 
Soviet Russia, 

The meeting approved the action 
of the triple alliance of labor organiza- 
tions in forming a council of action 
to deal with the situation arising from 
the government's policy toward the 


war between Russia and Poland, and . 


it recommended the levy of a half 
penny upon every member of the 
party to raise a fund for the require- 
ments of the council. F 
Resolution Ratified, 

The adoption of the resolution viva 
voice was ratified by the delegates 
at the invitation of William C. Adam- 
son, chairman of the labor party in 
the house of commons, who presided 
Ho asked them 


animously complied with his request. 

James H, Thomas, eecretary of the 
National Union of Railwaymon, one of 
the principal speakers at the meeting, 
said that if circumstances demanded 
it would be for the whole labor move-

“Desperate and dangerous as is our 
method,” he continued, ‘‘we believe 
that the disease is so dangerous and 
the situation so desperate, that it is 
only desperato and dangerous methods 
that can prevent calamity. The re- 
soMtiens do not mean that it is to be 
a mere atrike or a simple “down 
tools’ policy. If they are to be ef- 
fective they mean a challenge to the 
whole constitution of this country.” 
May Cut Off France’s Coal Supply.

BIG WORK FOR 
WOMEN’S INSTITUTES. 


Many, many times institutes ask 
the question: What work will we 40? 
Of course the aims and objects of the 
Women’s Institutes are so wide and 
varied that they can (ake up any kind 
of ‘work and guit it to the needs of the 
community, Your publicity convener 
has just been visiting some of the 
municipal hospitals hnd ‘thas found 
out that the Women's Institutes have 
been doing splendid work in fur‘her- 
ing this work, especially in th? or- 
ganization of districts. Perhays that 
is due to the fact that it is wome. 
who are the majority of patients and 
it Is attacked from the standpoint of 
“self-preservation as the first law of 
nature.” It seams to me that one of 
the very big works any institute can 
do in the community is to assist the 
hospitals. There can never be too 
much linen—there are always layettes 
to be made and supplies for hospitals 
—at home—are in just as big a de- 
mand as they were for hospitals over- 
seas. The argument thas probably 
ibeen advanced, especially.in the case 
of the municipal hospitals, that they 
are state jnstitutions and supported by 
ratepayers. This may be true, but in 
a mew country such as Alberta, where 
municipal hospitals have not {been 
operating a year, there is much that 
is needed and the help of any group 
of women who can sew would be of 
inestimable value.

The Poles were successful against 
the Ukrainians, and their southern 
boundary was extended to include 
Eastern Galicia, a part of the 
former kingdom of Poland, but 
peopled most largely by Ukran- 
ians. The Western Allies assented 
to.the aggression of the Poles 
against the Ukrainians, and form- 
ally sanctioned the annexation of 
the Ukrainian population ot East- 
ern Galicia to Poland. 

The Poles then turned their at- 
tention to the rectification of their 
frontiers against Bolshévist Rus- 
sia. The Allies apparently offered 
no objection. Theré-is no question 
that they not only offered no obt 
jection but actually encouraged 
Polish action by the supply of 
armament, ammunition and sup- 
plies. In attacking Bolshevists it 
was recognized that Poland was 
doing good work for the Western 
Allies as well as necessary work 
for herself.
